Fungicide helps cold-storage roses 


We'll have better roses for spring planting, as a result 
of research by the Connecticut Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. 


Many of the roses planted in the spring are dug in 


the fall and stored in cold vaults until shipping ti 
While in storage, these roses are often attacked 
botrytis, a fungus. The previous remedy was to check 


each rose individually and cut away diseased stems. — 


Now the roses can be protected by a spray of Van 


cide 51. This not only promises to give us better roses, 


but also reduces storage costs.

But Vancide 51 is now prefe 


because it doesn’t leave a messy residue on the roses, 


Secret of plant dormancy studied 


+: 


One of the big secrets of hardy plants—how they stay 
dormant over winter—is getting closer to solution. 

Research workers at the University of Arkansas 
have developed an extract from peach buds that 
keeps the buds from sprouting. The extract seems to be 
stable at high temperatures and unstable at low ones, 
Its strength is definitely reduced in proportion to the 
amount of cold it is subjected to. 

These observations agree with the unpublished re- 
search of other scientists, which indicates that a “dor- 
mancy hormone”’ prevents the growth hormones from 
stimulating growth. The growth stimulators can do 


their work only when the dormancy hormone has been ~ 


broken down by cold. 


If the exact nature of this dormancy hormone can be ~ 
established, chemists may be able to give us a chemical — 


that can neutralize it. This would allow us to grow 
northern plants, like the lilac and apple, in the Deep 
South. Planted there now, they grow for one year, go 
into dormancy, and never wake up again. There just 
isn’t enough cold weather in the South to break down 
the dormancy hormone. 


Woodpeckers on increase? 


Woodpeckers are getting smart. Scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin report that in some areas these 
birds are getting most of their food from cornfields in- 
stead of from trees. 

But they don’t eat the corn, just corn borers. They 
seem to know intuitively which stalks are infested, and 
head right for the borers without wasting a single 
stroke. 

With a single cornfield supplying more food in a 
day than they can dig out of trees in a week, perhaps 
we'll now be seeing more portly woodpeckers.

First vou find a site 








Keep these points in mind when you select a site 


Houses should be fitted to lots. Lots should not be 
fitted to houses. If you’re building, you should first 
develop a site plan to achieve the best orientation 
for view, privacy, and appearance. Even when buy- 
ing a development house, you should be sure this 
planning hasn’t been overlooked. 


The site should influence your choice of plans. A very 
narrow lot may demand a two-story home to get all 
the space your family requires. Many good homes 
that are right for one site may be entirely wrong 
for another. 


Preserve the natural advantages of your site. Trees, 
interesting contour and view often are bulldozed off 
the site just so the land will fit a preselected house. 


Consider the terrain before you plan a basement. 
Rocky or damp ground can present costly problems 
going underground. If you have a hillside lot, by re- 
specting the slopes, you can gain a basement that 
is more than a basement—space equal to your high, 
dry, bright space on the first floor.

Nevada ghost town

W. were lost when we stumbled 
into Virginia City, Nevada, but 
our visit to this ghost town will 
forever remain in our minds as the 
best side trip we ever took. 

In Nevada, the traffic travels 
from Reno to Carson City along 
U.S. 395. But those in search of an 
adventure into the past turn off on 
State 17 and climb the mountain 
to Virginia City, one of the most 
fabulous cities in all the West. 

The pages of history will tell you 
that Virginia City was once a rough 
and ruthless mining town. The city 
was settled in 1859, when the now 
famous Comstock Lode was dis- 
covered. From 1860 to 1890 alone, 
the Comstock mine had an output 
valued at $600,000,000. By 1880, 
the population of the town had 
risen to 10,900 and a branch of the 
U. S. Mint was opened in nearby 
Carson City to coin silver dollars. 
Today, Virginia City is a ghost 
town. 

We were at once fascinated by 
this mining town with its sagging 
balconies, broken board walks, and 
crumbling brick buildings. Here, 
we had found something that had 
not been built up, commercialized, 
and maintained to make money on 
the tourist trade. The old saloons 
are virtual museums—displaying 
the relics of a once wealthy city. 
Here is the first bathtub that ar- 
rived in the city via a sailing vessel 
around the tip of South America, 
elaborate crystal chandeliers, a cir- 
cular staircase that looks impossible 
to climb, mining tools, ore samples, 





and many, many other antiques. 

Walking along the board walk, 
you can look into Piper’s Opera 
House, the miner’s school, the old 
churches, the office of the Com- 
stock Lode, and the pressrooms of 
the Enterprise office where Mark 
Twain once worked as a reporter. 
All these buildings have not been 
touched, and they give the impres- 
sion that the owners simply walked 
out, locked the doors, and never 
returned. In recent years, the old 
Silver Dollar Hotel has been re- 
opened for tourists who, like us, 
must stay another day. 


On a knoll just outside the city, 
an old graveyard is filled with 
those who died by greed and those 
who died to bring the law to old 
Nevada. The costly iron fences and 
marble stones tell of the wealth, 
while slender wooden slabs, worn 
smooth, tell of poverty. Each year, 
grass and sagebrush crowd closer, 
and Nature reclaims the land.

llow to plant a shrub 


fe. a method you can rely on to get any shrub grow. 
ing as well in your garden as it did in the nursery. There are 
no exceptions—they all need the same care. It’s not Magic 
either, just garden horse sense. 

Most important, get started early in the spring. Roots 
need time to get set for the work of supplying food when new 
leaves appear. 

It’s cheaper, too, when you plant early, because. you can 
plant dormant bare-root shrubs. But don’t skimp on price, 
It’s smart to buy healthy, vigorous stock. 





These planting suggestions give all bare-root shrubs a good chance 
to grow — whether they are short and fat, tall and slim, big and bushy 


ee 
Protect roots from drying while you plant by soaking them 
in water. Or you can leave roots in wrapping in cool place 
for a few days. For storing longer periods, unwrap plants, 
lay in shallow hole or trench, and cover with moist 
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Dig a hole that’s big enough. Don’t cramp roots. Set tree 
at same depth as it grew in nursery. Use shovel handle to 
gauge this, as shown. Throw soil on tarp to save lawn, make 
cleanup easier. Pulverize soil before pulling it over roots 








Settle soil around roots to eliminate air pockets that may 
dry them out. Shove hose, under full pressure, into loose 
soil around trunk. At the same time, jostle trunk up and 
down to force the air out. Water again in a couple of days

Accident causes blindness 


Blindness came a few months 
before his 22nd birthday, in 1946. 
Back from the Navy, Bud took a 
construction job. One day, he fell 
under a_ diesel-powered shovel 
which pinned his left leg and arm 
to the ground. Pressure built up 
blood clots, resulting in atrophy of 
the optic nerves—and, finally, total 
blindness. 

Bud lost little time. After a short 
adjustment period, he enrolled at 
Spokane’s Whitworth college in 
January, 1947. Three months later, 
he made the honor roll. During the 
next summer, he met Hazel 
Haynes, a pretty brunette coed. 
They were married in August. 

In 1949, he was graduated from 
Central Washington College of 
Education. The next year, he re- 
ceived a teaching certificate, and 


a master of education degree in 
1951. Meanwhile, there was an- 
other frustrating hurdle to take— 
placement. School officials were 
reluctant. 

Bud turned to Spokane, his home 
city. Superintendent Shaw knew 
his fine record, his consuming de- 
sire to teach. Bud spent a week at 
Libby Junior High School teach- 
ing social studies and another.week 
with the eighth grade at Logan 
School. His success brought a con- 
tract as a regular eighth-grade 
teacher at Garfield School starting 
the fall of 1950. “One of the best 
young teachers I’ve ever had,” 
Principal N. F. Leach says. 

Loving children, Bud had little 
trouble gaining confidence. Word 
got around that he was a good fel- 
low but that he could not be fooled. 
Soon he was able to recognize each 
of his 34 students by their voices; 
could detect any trouble brewing.

“[ haven’t quite figured out how to mow the lawn. But I’m working 
on it,” Bud says, as he and Hazel do some experimenting on the 
parking in front of their Spokane home. The pole will guide him in 
cutting a straight row. Bud is determined to master this job, too 


As his students start to pour in, 
Bud stands at the door until the 
last one has passed. Then he closes 
the door quickly. How does he 
know everyone is in? It’s just an- 
other one of those things about 
Bud. You catch yourself forgetting 
that he is blind. 

“We can’t even get away with 
chewing gum,” students say rue- 
fully. “He can smell chewing gum 
30 feet away. Even tells us the 
flavor!” 


Experience helps, too 

One day, a noise in the back of 
the room attracted Bud’s attention. 
“Put that Yo-yo back in your pock- 
et,” he commanded. A crestfallen 
boy complied. 

Amazed, someone afterward 
asked how he could tell it was a 
Yo-yo. Bud laughed. “I played 
with Yo-yos enough when I was a 
kid to know how they sound when 
they drop.” 

Bud is handy at the blackboard. 
He bisects an angle, puts on com- 
plicated formulas, and writes in a 
sure, straight line. 

One day, he needed the square 
of 26, and, momentarily forgetting 
it, turned to the class. “Find the 
square for me on page 317,” he 
said. It was on page 317. He knows 
his texts that thoroughly. 

He varies his teaching pattern 
following the best procedures. A 
student stationed in front spots 
hands during recitation. Naturally, 
Bud uses a great deal of oral ques- 
toning in the classroom. 

. Spokane educators are interested 
in Bud’s creation of an unusual 
character-building situation in the 
classroom and on the playground. 
Superior performance of heroic 
Proportions day by day before the 
students has a telling effect. Leach 
feels that children who have known 
this remarkable blind teacher will 
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be better able to face their own 
misfortunes. 

Usually, one with a full teaching 
load isn’t looking for more. Bud’s 
the exception. During the fall of 
1951, Ray Hoag, Garfield gym 
instructor, told him the “B’”’ bas- 
ketball squad was without a coach, 
and Bud asked for the job. 

He practiced with the boys 
whenever time and space would 
permit. 

“Bud is uncanny,” Hoag ex- 
plains. ‘““‘During games, he jumps 
off the bench to shout directions. 
With keen hearing and with an oc- 
casional assist from the bench, he 
is able to tell what the boys are 
doing.” 

Bud the newspaperman 

His work with the Garfield Ga- 
zette is probably even closer to his 
heart. He became adviser in 1950. 
Nine months later, the Gazette won 
a national first-class rating. The 
award was twice repeated. Medal- 
ist rating, top honor given to only 
two schools in the United States in 
the Gazette’s classification, came in 
1954. 

An expert on newspaper make- 
up, Bud was asked to speak before 
a conference of advisers. He as- 
tounded them with his knowledge 
of the make-up of every page he 
used as an example. 

He believes a teacher’s job in- 
cludes more than subject matter, 
hence his enthusiasm for extracur- 
ricular activities. 

““We’ve got to develop the whole 
personality,” he says. ““The part 
outside the classroom is mighty im- 
portant, too.” 

It is no wonder children love 
him. This wonderful example of 
quiet courage before them daily is 
having a telling effect. He gives 
aggressive leadership in various ed-

TV's fabulous private eye 


yisioned back in the 1920s. These 
scientists did not think of television 
primarily, or even importantly, as 
a means of entertainment. They 
dreamed of a tool that would give a 
man’s eyes the same vast space- 
conquering dimension that radio 
had given his ears, a tool that would 
allow him to perform a thousand 
and one tasks at a distance—in the 
next room, on the other side of 
town, or halfway around the 
world—and see what he was doing. 

But despite entertainment tele- 
yision’s unforeseen and staggering 
development, its slower-growing 
cousin has gradually been making 
the scientists’ dream come true. 
Without the fanfare of commercial 
TV, private television has quietly 
chalked up a stunning array of suc- 
cesses, With hundreds of new ones 
on the way. 

Almost in the heart of New York 
City are the three giant smoke- 
stacks of Consolidated Edison’s 
Waterside power station. These 
three stacks are quite capable of 
whipping up sizable smogs all by 
themselves. But deep underground 
in the boiler-control room, an oper- 
ator watches the tops of those stacks 
on a television screen. At the first 
sign of abnormal combustion— 
smoke starting to belch forth in 
thick black clouds—he makes an 
adjustment, averting the smudgy 
threat to New York’s sea-washed 
atmosphere. 

At dozens of power stations 
around the country, TV eyes gaze 
at water-level gauges, carrying vi- 
tal information to control rooms 
hundreds of yards away. On firing 
floors, they peer at pilot-burner 
flames, telling operators that main 
burners can be safely lighted. 





Railroads use TV 

Private television has turned 
railroad-yard workers into office 
men. In many railroad yards, 
there’s no more clambering over 
tracks to list incoming freight cars. 
TV cameras are trained on the 
cars as they pass; the former track- 
walker merely sits at a desk inside 
and takes down the numbers from 
the television screen. 

Other cameras are installed be- 
tween the tracks, focused upward 
to provide a new kind of long-dis- 
tance inspection of rolling stock for 
broken springs, missing journal- 
box lids, cracked truck frames, and 
other damage. 

Steel companies, too, have jobs 
for the rugged little television cam- 
eras. At a Geneva, Utah, steel 
plant, one man can operate three 
furnaces at once from an air-con- 
ditioned booth: He simply watches 
his TV screens and works the fur- 
nace controls. In Gary, Indiana, 
there’s a steel mill 14 mile long, 
through which glowing steel strip 
rushes 2,000 feet a minute toward 
huge coiling machines. At such 
speed, if something should go 
Wrong, strip piles up in white-hot 
tangles.

these fiery, twisted masses used to 
cost thousands of dollars in lost 
production time. And _ nothing 
could be done to prevent the trou- 
ble. The control men couldn’t see 
the entire process, and it was far 
too hot to post observers along the 
line. But TV doesn’t mind the heat. 
The operator now sees the whole 
line on his TV screen, and pile-ups 
and stoppages are controlled. 

In foundries, operators can su- 
pervise the pouring of giant cast- 
ings while they sit in cool comfort 
in the control booth watching the 
magic window of TV. 

TV protects lives 

Wherever it is too hot, too cold, 
or too dangerous for human beings 
to go, TV willingly walks in. In 
Atomic Energy Commission labo- 
ratories, scientists handle dangerous 
radioactive objects with strange 
mechanical ‘‘hands,’’ machines so 
delicate that they can even pick up 
small flasks and pour from them. 
The scientists’ ‘“‘eyes’’ are special 
3-D television cameras, enabling 
them to perform high-precision 
work in perfect safety from behind 
protective barriers. 

At Army Ordnance _ depots, 
bombs of all types are safely de- 
fused by television. The engineers 
work inside bombproof shelters, 
using remote-control machines and 
watching the hazardous process in 
close-up on their TV screens. 

At the Lewis Flight Propulsion 
Laboratory, Cleveland, the versa- 
tile all-seeing eye enters sealed test 
cells, allowing technicians to study 
rockets in operation. New rocket 
fuels, often poisonous or explosive, 
are put through their paces in re- 
mote-located, T'V-equipped labora- 
tories without hazard to personnel. 
In supersonic wind tunnels, where 
no human can be stationed because 
of pressure and temperature condi- 
tions, television carries pictures of 
shock-wave and air-flow phenom- 
ena to scientists in distant rooms. 

How violently can you flight- 
test an airplane? The answer used 
to be: How much can the test 
pilot endure? Today, over Wright 
Field, Ohio, ‘‘armchair test flying”’ 
is becoming a reality. The test 
planes are pilotless—yet the pilot 
in the control plane sees the instru- 
ment panel and the view of the 
horizon from the test drone as if he 
were there in person. A television 
camera in the drone is focused on 
the panel; another is sealed to the 
drone’s belly. In the cockpit of the 
mother plane are two TV screens, 
which the pilot watches as he ra- 
dio-controls the drone. He can put 
the drone into terminal velocity 
dives, test it with bomb overloads, 
wrench it through violent high- 
acceleration maneuvers. Limiting 
factor is the plane’s soundness, not 
the pilot’s ability to take it. 

Airborne television had its first 
tryout in World War II. Installed 
in pilotless B-17 drones, it told dis- 
tant control pilots exactly when the

With this, I agree. But, funda- 


mentally, because I believe in 
Providence, I believe that God 
meant us to find the atom. And, let 
us not forget, it was He who made 
the atom. Since it is of God’s crea- 
tion, it is good. The fault lies not in 
the Giver or the gift but in the per- 
verse will of man, the recipient. 
Those who let themselves lapse in- 
to despair and disbelief already are 
suffering in their souls the atomi- 
zation they fear for their bodies. 

If you agree with me that the 
atom is heaven-sent and not an 
awful thing that slipped out of 
hell’s door, we can pick our way 
more accurately, more serenely, 
through the frightful complications 
of the atomic era. Admittedly, we 
are wrestling with the greatest al- 
teration in man’s relation with 
Nature since the upheaval at the 
time of the Garden of Eden. But 
his fundamental relation with God 
has not changed one whit. 

The same trial that tested the 
first man in Eden, and every man 
since, challenges us in the atomic 
problem. It is the exercise of choice, 
the dangerous freedom to use God- 
given power for good or ill. Out of 
a piece of steel, man can fashion 
the scalpel—or the stiletto. 

I believe—to believe otherwise 
would be idolatry of self—that free 








man, as a creature of God, exults 
in genuine liberty only when he is 
subject to Him. Eternal principles 
govern man’s life, his purpose, his 
destiny—whether he achieves his 
perfection by them or nihilates 
himself without them. 

After five years of almost cease- 
less contemplation of the atom, in 
all its wonder and horror, I still be- 
lieve intensely in the three simple 
ultimates I learned as a child. 
They are faith, hope, and charity. 
More than ever in recorded his- 
tory, man needs to believe and ac- 
cept them today. We need faith 
that we may be brought nearer to 
Nature’s God and not be led astray 
by a false man-made god called 
Science. Hope that with God’s help 
we can avert the worst fate with 
which war, powered by the atom, 
can menace us. Charity that we may 
truly learn—learn or die—the old, 
old words—Love one another as I have 
loved you. 

I do not mean for a moment 
that science is wrong, but only 
man’s worship of it. Surely, a part 
of our duty, the effect of the primal 
urge implanted by our creator, is 
to discover more and more of the 
world we live in. It is a part of the 
instinctive search for God, in the 
heart of every man created of God. 
The unity, the harmony, the order 
of the universe, revealed little by 
little to us, reflect the unity, the 
order, and the harmony which are 
God’s perfections. “See how the 
skies proclaim God’s glory... .” 

But science can give man mas- 
tery only over matter. It never 





reaches ultimates. It becomes a 
process of smashing atoms and 
then of endlessly smashing the 
parts into which atoms are broken. 
It “explains” matter by simply di- 
viding it into ever smaller subatom- 
ic particles— electrons and protons 
yesterday, neutrinos and mesons 
tomorrow. While it explains much, 
there is a sense in which, we can 
say, it is forever deferring explana- 
tion. It is always postponing the 
ultimate reason. 

Can we get any nearer the good 
life by thus constantly raising 
atomic dust, and giving that dust 
Greek-derivative names to mask 
our ignorances? 

While progressing without end 
in the knowledge of broken things, 
can science ever properly answer 
such fundamental questions as 
what is man? What is his destiny? 
Who is God? 

In our morality and ethics, the 
relation of man to man, what does 
science offer? It is a matter of 
closed systems in which action 
equals reaction, input must equal 
output. Mathematical equations, 
in which one member always pre- 
cisely equals the other, best define 
its laws. 

But sacrifice and generosity are 
precisely what they are, because in- 
put does not equal output. If we 
are generous or charitable, reac- 
tion is greater than the action. Life 
and love cannot be compressed in- 
to tidy equations, and we know the 
sum of goodness more than equals 
its parts.

What a far cry from the mechan- 
istic hopes and religious skepticism 
of the nineteenth century! What a 
challenge to godly men of science, 
trained in their philosophy and 
their faith, to reconcile scientific 
and religious thinking because 
genuine science and religion are 
never in conflict. 

To my mind, there are today 
startling possibilities for a religious 
break-through into the secular 
mind.

Like ourselves, every person in 
the Soviet Union is a human be- 
ing, compounded of mortal body 

immortal soul. Each is dear to 
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God, his creator, as we men and 
women of the western world are 
dear to Him. The resurrection is 
the credential of liberty and faith 
for them as well as for us. Out- 
lawry on the part of others cannot 


justify outlawry on our part. 


As Christians, we must hope 
that in the Kremlin’s dictatorial 
mind there can eventually be 
sown some small measure of skep- 
ticism as to the value of the barren 
earth which any atomic war would 
bring. We must pray for that, with 
our lips and with the example of 
holy lives. 

I have been especially surprised 
to see that the unbelievers among 
scientists sometimes seem more 
concerned for the peace than those 
of us who believe the peacemakers 
are blessed. It is not their excess of 
good will, but rather their sharp 
knowledge of what nuclear war 
would do to this planet. Therefore, 
if one does hope to be blessed as a 
peacemaker this critical year of 
1955, he must grasp the facts of 
atomic life. 

You, I, the American public 
cannot “leave it to the experts.” 
In this cosmic drama, the bald 
truth is that there are no experts. 
It is not enough to be merely a 
technician. For unless the tech- 
nician in some small way is en- 
amored of the idea of becoming a 
saint, he will fall short of success. 
He will only exemplify the defini- 
tion given by one learned educator 
who called the mere technician 
“a man who understands every- 
thing about his job except its ul- 
timate purpose and its ultimate 
place in the order of the universe.” 

The main ingredient 

No, the essential ingredient to 
atomic survival is a broad base of 
informed and interested civilians. 
It is the only way in which we can 
cope with the immoral fatalism 
that considers war “‘inevitable’”— 
with the folly that professes uncon- 
cern over man’s darkest threat. 
Surely, these ostrich attitudes are 
like the frivolity of those who deny 
the reality of hell by refusing to 
think about it. 

Perhaps the secrecy with which 
we have guarded certain especially 
sensitive areas of atomic informa- 
tion contributes to this apathy. But 
the extent of this secrecy is greatly 
exaggerated; it is more an alibi for 
than an explanation of our aban- 
donment of the normal functioning 
of public opinion. The fact is, the 
greatest atomic decisions must 
come from the heart and the soul, 
not the skilled brain that compre- 
hends a cyclotron. 

Let me give an example. In this 
country, the demand for power is 
doubling every 10 years, and there 
are many other regions of the world 
where the power shortage is al- 
ready acute. We talk vaguely of 
using the atom “for peace,” but 
we are comfortably supplied with 
the standard fuels, even if many 
other countries are not; we can 
wait leisurely for the development 
of large nuclear reactors (the 
atomic-power engines), even if 
they cannot. 

Therefore, I say, we face a prob- 
lem that calls for a heart-and-soul 
solution. Here we have a tech-

Shirt-laundering know-how 


Check these helpful tips for removing stains, keeping white 


shirts white, washing work shirts, and ironing rayon shirts 


By Doris Adams 


Soft water. To keep whiteness and color brightness in 
shirts, remove and prevent hard-water washing film. 
Use a conditioner in the wash and rinse water. A soften- 
ing unit will cut down on the laundry supplies you need 


Starch. Whatever type you prefer, make sure it’s 
smooth. Dunk and squeeze fabric; wring well. A light- 
starch finish stays clean longer, carries away soil in 
laundering. Avoid too-stiff collars—they’ll break-fray

Bleach. Household chlorine bleach in liquid or dry 
form really helps white shirts dazzle. Follow directions 
for your washer. You can add concentrated bleach right 
to the water if you fill washer before you add clothes 
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Soil line. Help your washer by pretreating collars and 
cuffs. Just rub them gently with sudsy water. Use a 
sponge on synthetic fabrics, a soft brush on cottons. 
Before shirts go into washer, empty pockets, mend rips 


Perspiration stains. With washable fabrics, add 2 
tablespoons vinegar to a cup of warm water, sponge 
stained area. Work baking soda into cloth. Keep moist; 
let stand 1 to 2 hours. Brush off soda, rinse well, wash 


Dampen. Sprinkle shirts lightly and evenly; warm wa- 
ter spreads faster. Some types of shirts don’t need starch- 
ing; fold them before they dry, tuck into a plastic bag. 
To avoid mildew, store leftover ironing in refrigerator

plaques for the front doors of uncles and grandparents, or 
any kind of bowl or dish they can dream up! When they 
decorate their creations before “firing”? them, they can 
sign their names and the date on the bottom. 

Sick children find hours of quiet amusement making 
clay jewelry or small tiles and boxes. Oilcloth, reverse 
side up, protects the bed.

human divers can stay under wa- 
ter only a few minutes, television 
can stare about, unblinking, for 
hours. It can stare farther than 
humans, too: 15 feet or more, 
compared to a diver’s normal vis- 
ual range of 5 feet. 

In April, 1950, the British sub- 
marine, H.M.S. Affray, was lost. 
The following month, specially de- 
signed television equipment, let 
down from the Admiralty’s diving 
ship, Reclaim, found the submarine 
280 feet below the surface. The 
easily maneuvered TV eye showed 
the salvors aboard the Reclaim the 
sunken craft from all angles—they 
could even read the name Affray on 
the hull. They mapped out their 
plan of raising it without resort to 
the usual, time-consuming practice 
of sending down divers. 

Before that, in 1947, television 
gave scientists a close-up of what is 
probably the most stupendous 
man-made underwater event to 
date: the subsurface explosion of an 
atomic bomb off Bikini atoll. 

Underwater television is now go- 
ing to work inspecting cofferdams, 
pipelines, telegraph cables, hulls, 
and bridge piers. Oceanographers 
plan to use it to investigate sea- 
bottom formations, sending it into 
deep canyons never explored by 


human eyes. Ichthyologists wiil 
watch its screen for fascinating 
glimpses of marine creatures. 

Do you want to see without be- 
ing seen? Private TV is your an- 
swer. A Reno club has installed it 
to keep an eye on customers at 
gambling tables. It watches an- 
other kind of customer in Hous- 
ton’s city jail, keeping a round-the- 
clock check on inmates’ doings. 
Cameras are located wherever 
trouble might start: in booking 
rooms, in front of cells, in corridors. 
Receivers are installed in the offices 
of the police chief, his assistant, 
the night inspector, at guard sta- 
tions, and in the press room. 


Boon to the classroom 

Just as living-room television 
gives millions a front seat at musi- 
cals and dramas, closed-circuit TV 
permits many to see in detail pro- 
cedures that only a privileged few 
could formerly observe. TV as 
teacher is rapidly becoming a tre- 
mendous factor in the training of 
soldiers, engineers, and medical 
students. Radio lectures are tele- 
vised in armed-forces technical 
schools. The men see every detail 
clearly on the screen. There’s no 
crowding or neck-stretching for a 
peek at the equipment—which 
was “standard operating proce- 
dure”’ during World War II. 

In hospitals, students used to sit 
in high amphitheaters, with little 
or no chance to see the fine points 
of the operation going on below 
them. Then, one day in December, 
1951, a University of Kansas proc- 






tologist operated on a fistula. Stu- 
dents saw each movement, each 
turn of the knife. They saw it, in 
fact, better than the surgeon’s as- 
sistant or the attending nurses, for 
the eye of the camera looked down 
on the patient from above. The 
operation was as clearly visible to 
140 students as to the operating 
surgeon himself. 

Since then, medical schools ey- 
erywhere have become TV-con- 
scious—and doctors, too, for that 
matter. In Los Angeles, Dr. John 
C. Jones operated on the heart 
artery of a young man. The opera- 
tion, privately televised, was seen 
by 650 delegates to a meeting of 
the American Medical Association, 
and also by consulting surgeons in 
New York and Chicago, who made 
running comments on the proceed- 
ings via telephone. 

Television combined with X- 
rays has led to an amazing new 
technique they call videognosis, 
Specialists can now view the in- 
sides of patients miles away, dis- 
cuss the case by telephone with the 
local doctor while looking at the 
X-rays. Such TV X-ray is clearer 
than ordinary X-ray still pictures. 
It’s safer, too, the required radia- 
tion dosage being much smaller. 


Color television 


Color television, the big novelty 
in home TV, has already won an 
important place in science. Color- 
televised operations show body tis- 
sues as they naturally appear— 
nerve tracts, for instance, being 
easily distinguishable from blood

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vessels. The new wonder eye also 
looks through microscopes—again 
with important new advantages. 
Where formerly strong light or 
stains killed delicate specimens, 
color television uses much less light 
and gives an even better image on 
the screen than a direct view 
through the microscope provides. 
The scientist no longer need work 
with microscopic corpses. The 
specimens remain alive and can be 
studied for hours. 

Already, certain particles of 
cells in motion never before seen 
have been observed. New details 
of cell structure are being discov- 
ered. Important possibilities loom 
for cancer research and investiga- 
tions into the basic nature of the 
living process itself. 

TV, which wears overalls or 
laboratory coat with equal ease, is 
no less at home in a business suit. 
The New York Savings Bank put 
it on the payroll recently and, as 
aresult, is saving $30,000 a year 
in rent. It TV-equipped its new 
Rockefeller Center branch, with 
cameras at its downtown main of- 
fice and screens at the branch. 

When a customer presents a 
withdrawal check at the branch, the 
teller phones a clerk downtown to 
televise the customer’s signature 
card. In less than a minute, the 
signature appears on a screen at 
the branch, to be compared with 
that on the check. 

If customer records had to be 
maintained at the branch, twice as 
much space would have to be 
rented, not only for files but for 
bookkeeping work that would have 
to be done there. Without TV, the 
branch could handle only $20 mil- 
lion in deposits; with it, it can han- 
dle $50 million, bank officials say. 

Private TV for business is rich 
with possibilities. Alert stores are 
using it, turning their departments 
into show windows for shoppers on 
the street. A Boston store has color- 
television screens at strategic points 
on the main floor to lure customers 
to fashion and home-furnishing de- 
partments on the upper levels. 


A time- and moneysaver 


Millions of dollars can be saved 
in the valuable time of high-paid 
personnel. Wherever crowds gath- 
er to spend their money—hotels, 
ocean liners, theaters, department 
stores, arenas, stadiums—TV’s pri- 
vate eye allows busy executives to 
“visit” remote points without leav- 
ing their desks. 

Top-level conferences can be 
called on short notice. The boss in 
Chicago can talk face to face with 
Bob in San Francisco, Jack in Phil- 
adelphia, Sam in Atlanta, and 
Tom in Dallas. Days of unproduc- 
tive travel time can be saved, as 
well as costly hotel bills, to swell 
the dividend checks of stockholders. 

Scientists’ time is valuable, too, 
especially in today’s rush to perfect 
new military developments. The 
Office of Naval Research is saving 
countless precious hours by an in- 
genious TV installation in the Li- 

rary of Congress. By telephone, 
the scientist tells the librarian what 
he wants. The TV camera shows 
him the card catalog—then, by 
other cameras, he is “taken” to the 
stacks, where he reads the passage 
o chapter he wants, still by TV, 
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without leaving his own labora- 
tory. The Navy is planning to ex- 
pand this remarkable system so 
that library research can be done 
over distances of thousands of miles. 

Our armed forces have dozens of 
these new TV tricks up their 
sleeves. Most of them are highly 
secret, of course, but a few can be 
hinted at: Closed-circuit TV may 
someday replace periscopes on 
submarines, making it possible for 
many to scan the ocean’s surface 
at one time. Other cameras will 
enable naval officers to observe a 
dozen or more vital ship stations 
simultaneously. 

Airborne television will show 
Army commanders actual battles 
in progress miles from headquar- 
ters. Battlefield TV will give them, 
for the first time, firsthand know]l- 
edge of combat situations—in the 
past, they have always had to rely 
on messages—enabling them to 
switch tactics almost immediately. 

“It would probably stagger the 
imagination of the average citizen 
if the electronic military specialists 
could lift the security curtain and 
reveal the many advanced uses to 
which they are now putting tele- 
vision to protect us from aggres- 
sion,” a TV official said recently. 

Countless uses 

Use your own imagination, and 
you'll quickly come up with a new 
job for TV. Run elevators with it? 
Why not? Install a TV camera and 
a microphone in each car, run the 
cables to a control room, and one 
man can operate all the elevators 
in a skyscraper from a single con- 
trol panel, watching the loading 
and unloading on his screens and 
receiving verbal instructions from 
the passengers. It’s not being done 
yet, but J. E. Shirley of North 
Hills, Pennsylvania, has been 
granted a patent on the apparatus. 

Why not set up cameras at key 
traffic intersections near cities to 
help trap criminals trying to escape 
by car? Or use it to control heavy 
metropolitan traffic? 

Do you want to see, and be seen 
by, the person you talk to over the 
phone? That service will probably 
be available to you eventually— 
and don’t worry, in case you don’t 
want to be seen, you won’t have to 
turn on the camera. Do you want 
to see, from your easy chair, the 
baby in its crib upstairs, the chil- 
dren playing in the yard, who’s 
ringing the front doorbell? Home 
cameras can be set up at any de- 
sired location, their cables con- 
nected to unused channels of your 
living-room set. 

Want to see what goes on inside 
Mount Vesuvius? Someone will 
want to someday, and TV will 
bring up the story. It will also go 
down into oil wells and coal mines. 
It may even be combined with re- 
mote-controlled coal-mining ma- 
chinery, replacing miners and 
eliminating mine-disaster fatalities 
once and for all. 

Extra eyes for thousands of new 
purposes—that is private televi- 
sion. In the past few years, broad- 
cast TV has significantly altered 
the American pattern of living. 
The changes to be wrought by 
closed-circuit TV will take longer. 
But they promise to be even more 
profound.

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Racks you make are often the best-working, 
most-convenient method of storing tools. This 
plier rack uses dowels spaced to let the end of the 
pliers hang below board..Mount it on wedge- 
shaped blocks, so bottom stands out from wall 


For some tools, the original container is the best 
storage provision. A good example is this set of 
bits in a canvas sleeve. Since the sleeve is slightly 
oiled, the bits stay rust-free and the razor-sharp 
culting edges are well protected against damage 


Two spikes wrapped with insulating tape— plus 
a third to hold the coiled-up cable — make a good 
rack for a 14-inch drill. Space them for best bal- 
ance and securest positioning of your drill. Slant 
spikes upward, as pictured, so drill won’t slide off 


What about long tools such as automatic screw- 
drivers? The most effective tool-board arrange- 
ment is storing tools horizontally. Two dowels, 
or even a couple of finishing nails, provide the

Here’sa system for bits and drills 


Slots in a board, the size of 
bit shanks, give you hanging 
storage for auger bits. 

Note how bits are sup- 
ported by their square shoul- 
ders. If you rack up an ex- 
pansion bit this way, cut a 
little slot back of it to hold 
the spare cutter, as pictured. 


This rack is made to fit a 
drawer in any size drill-press 
stand. Angled board across 
shank ends keeps drills from 
sliding out into drawer. 

For easy storage, drill a 
hole for each bit —using the 
next-larger size so the bit will 
slide in hole smoothly. 

Stored with shank out, bits 
have tips protected. Alumi- 
num strip enables you to de- 
termine size of bit needed. 


An easy way to make the bit 
rack (or a similar tool holder) 
is to drill for shanks first. 

Then use a square to mark 
for the saw cuts to hit edges of 
the holes. A series of passes 
across the board, and all the 
slots are finished.

Four ways to keep a plane handy 


Plane rests on two dowels (14- 
or %-inch) set into tool board 
atslight angle. This keeps the 
blade free from damage. 

Another tip: To prevent 
rust, wipe all metal parts with 
an oily cloth. 


U-shaped slot in the end of 
apiece of scrap forms yoke 
which straddles handle. 

“Fingers” of slot fit along 
raised sides of plane bed. A 
piece of ply wood between the 
yoke and the board separates 
them so the plane bed will 
fit behind the yoke. 






























Tiny shelf fastened to the 
board provides a rest for a 
small, bullnose rabbet plane 
or even a block plane. 

Tack a small strip of wood 
across shelf so plane rests on 
it with blade off wood. 

This way, you won't have 
to bother retracting blade to 
protect cutting edge. 


Use drilled hole for hanging 
planes, and some other steel 
tools, too. First drill hole 
through the metal. 

Then countersink it, and 
use fine-tooth file to smooth 
away any burr, so tool won’t 
scratch your work.

Files are edge tools, so protect them 


Rack up files (or hang them) 
so their razor-sharp edges will 
not wear dull by rubbing 
against each other. 

This type of rack keeps 
selection visible, and makes 
your files easy to get and to 
put away when you are fin- 
ished with them. 





Such tools as nail sets and 
screwdriver bits can be racked 
in scrap wood, but they should 
be put away with the business 
end up, not buried. 

That way, you can find 
which is which. Board rests 
ona shelf, and is much handier 
than one fastened immovably 
to the tool board. 














Make rack by boring holes for 
14-inch dowels down both the 
edges of a board about six 
inches wide, as shown here. 

Holes are at a slight angle. 
Then tap in dowels. Screw to 
tool board, or drill another 
hole at top to hang it, as top 
picture shows. 





Don’t spread over the whole 
board with tools you use quite 
rarely. Conserve space by 
racking them atop one an- 
other, as illustrated by this 
wrench set hung on a dowel. 
Drill hole in tool board at 
slight angle, to accept the 
dowel and keep tools on it.

Keep clamps in a drawer with di- 
viders to maintain order. The draw- 
er should be handy to place where 
you assemble, so clamps can be 
picked up easily at the times when 
you’re in bad need of a “third hand” 





Upper corner of tool board is a good 
spot for carpenter’s square, where 
its shape keeps it from taking up too 
much space you need,

Breeze-fresh with raspberries and airy-

4 to 5 tablespoons cold water 
Sift together flour and salt; cut in 
shortening with pastry-blender or 
blending fork till pieces are the 
size of small peas. Sprinkle 1 
tablespoon of the water over part 
of mixture. Gently toss with fork; 
push to one side of bowl. Sprinkle 
next tablespoon water over dry 
part; mix lightly; push to mois- 
tened part at side. Repeat till all is 
moistened. Gather up with fingers; 
form into ball. For double-crust 
pie, divide dough for lower and 
upper crust. Form each into ball.

Many materials in your home are highly susceptible to 
damage from water. It may be the free water that comes in 
from the outside, or the invisible vapor produced inside. 
Either way, the results can be equally ruinous and very 
costly to repair. 

Moisture damage can be reduced or prevented in new 
homes by the use of wood preservatives and proper insula- 
tion as the house is built. But the typical home standing to- 
day has not been given that protection—nor is it a simple 
matter to apply wood preservatives to it. 

In newer houses—with their relatively tight construction 
—the humidity or amount of moisture vapor in the air often 
is much more than it should be—particularly during cold 
weather when windows and doors are kept tightly closed. 
At such times, it’s difficult for the moisture-laden air inside 
your house to escape to the drier air outside. 

Your first warning: heavy condensation on windows. 
And, if there’s condensation on windows, you can figure 
there’s moisture also gathering behind walls, causing 
damage you can’t see. Counterattack by preventing water 
from getting into your house through openings in its outer 
“skin.” Also, by expelling moisture-laden air and prevent- 
ing moisture from contacting surfaces it can damage.

What is this thing 
called PUBERTY?

L. the office of a Detroit high-school principai recently, the 
mother of a 14-year-old girl—let’s call her Mrs. Haywood— 
poured out a familiar story. 

“T can’t imagine what you have been teaching my daugh. 
ter,” she exclaimed nervously. “Before she came to your 
school last year, Sally was a quiet, well-behaved child. Bu 
now, I just can’t understand her. She argues whenever | 
make the slightest suggestion—and refuses to tell me any. 
thing about her friends or what she does at school.” 

Then, on the brink of tears, Mrs. Haywood added: “The 
other day, while I was dusting her room, I found a diary ow 
on the dresser. Naturally, I put it in the drawer —without 
looking at it. But when Sally came home and found that I'd 
moved the diary, she accused me of prying into her affairs, 
Then she stormed out of the house. I don’t know what to do. 
My daughter has become a complete stranger to me.” 

The principal furrowed his brow and chose his words 
thoughtfully. ‘““That’s just it, Sally zs actually a differen 
person. In the past year, she’s gone through puberty—and 
that makes a tremendous difference in every youngster.”

Puberty?” Sally’s mother frowned. “I thought puberty 
was a physical change. How can that explain the sudden 
difference in her personality?” 

Like Sally’s mother, parents everywhere are bewildered 
and, in many cases, deeply hurt by the abrupt changes in 
their children at the age of puberty. For no apparent reason, 
youngsters suddenly begin to squabble with their fathers and 
mothers, act secretive about what they do away from home, 
devote themselves slavishly to a new friend or fad. They de- 
velop ‘“‘crushes’’ on teachers or counselors—or become 
gloomily antisocial. They monopolize the family phone, ap 
pear late and unkempt at meals, keep their radios tuned up 
to a blast—with utter disregard for the rest of the family. 

“My son acts as if he were a boarder at our house,” the 
harried mother of a 15-year-old boy told me recently. “He 
dashes in after school, changes his clothes, and rushes out t0 
play ball. He gets home just in time to bolt his supper. Thea 
he shuts himself in his room all evening to do homework ant 
listen to the radio. 

“Weekends, it’s even worse. He’s out of the house right 
after breakfast and usually doesn’t get back until we're @ 
asleep—except for a quick shower and supper. And during 
the short periods he spends at home, he always seems ami 
lion miles away, probably thinking about whatever he’s 
ing to do when he leaves the house. We’re getting more 
more worried about him.” 
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* What does it do to your boy or girl? 
*How does it affect their behavior ? 
¢How can you help them move pain- 


lessly into the teen-age world ? 


Does this mean that children inevitably become strangers 
to their parents at the age of puberty? Not at all. These 
family disturbances are only the symptoms of a deeply 
significant event. In simple terms, puberty is the physical 
maturing of boys and girls into men and women. But even 
more important, it marks the crossing of a major psychologi- 
cal threshold—from childhood into the adult world. 


This is the age when your boy or girl begins to shape the 
character and personality that will guide him through life. 
Without your help and understanding, he may stumble into 
adult life—forever at the mercy of his own stormy emotions 
and lack of self-control. With parental guidance, however, 
he can harness the new power he feels surging within him— 
the power to make decisions, shoulder responsibility, em- 
brace a philosophy of life. 

This can be a richly rewarding time for you, too. By help- 
ing your children meet the challenges of new sensations and 
new experiences, you can earn even deeper love and respect 
from them. 

Why, then, does puberty bring only persistent tension and 
conflict to so many homes? Let's take a closer look at the 
case of Sally Haywood, the 14-year-old high-schooler. Until 
last year, Sally and her mother used to spend much of their 
time together—visiting family friends, shopping, going to 
plays and concerts. Neighbors always remarked that they 
seemed ‘“‘more like sisters than mother and daughter.’’? An 
intelligent, fashionable woman of 35, Mrs. Haywood was 
determined to give her daughter companionship as well as 
guidance. 


When Sally entered high school, however, Mrs. Haywood 
slowly became aware of a change in Sally. Sally began to 
spend more and more time with her own friends. Week after 
week, she spoiled her mother’s Saturday-afternoon plans by 
rushing off to a football game or movie with her classmates. 

Hurt and perplexed, Mrs. Haywood began to question her 
daughter sharply. Who were her friends? How was she 
spending her time away from home? Why did she come 
home so late at night? Sally’s reaction was stinging: She 
stopped confiding in her mother about even the most trivial 
matters. In a short time, she had changed from an adoring 
child to a secretive, rebellious adolescent. 

Most parents underestimate their youngsters’ powerful 
desire for freedom when they reach puberty. Then, as never 
before, boys and girls want to break away from rigid control.

even at the risk of an occasional 
fall. 

Consider one of the incidents 
Mrs. Haywood related to Sally’s 
principal. Just before her freshman 
dance, Sally came home with ex- 
cited plans for a new party dress. 
Anxious to have her daughter 
smartly attired, Mrs. Haywood 
hurried downtown to one of the 
most fashionable stores in Detroit 
and purchased an expensive gown. 

After supper that night, she un- 
wrapped the package with a 
flourish. But when Sally saw the 
gown, her eyes suddenly clouded. 

‘I wanted a green dress, Moth- 
er,”’ she said quietly. 

The next weekend Sally took the 
meager savings from her allowance 
and, with the help of a girl friend, 
bought a green party dress—a far 
less attractive one than her mother 
had selected. Although she was 
deeply hurt by this rebuff, Mrs. 
Haywood remained silent. She al- 
lowed Sally to go to the dance in 
the gown she’d chosen for herself. 

That night, however, Sally came 
home from the dance early—in 
tears. The dress had been a failure! 
But when her mother tried to com- 
fort her, Sally brushed past and 
ran up to her room. 


Hunger for freedom 


Unreasonable? Yes. But Sally’s 
actions show how keenly adoles- 
cents hunger for the chance to 
make decisions for themselves. 
After the dance, Sally realized her 
mother had been right. But she 
could not fight down the resent- 
ment aroused by Mrs. Haywood’s 
failure to consult her before buy- 
ing the dress. 

Sally’s anxiety about her ap- 
pearance at the dance is also typi- 
cal of youngsters at puberty. They 
want to be attractive and popular. 
Yet, the physical changes of puber- 
ty are working to make them ill- 
proportioned and awkward. Dur- 
ing this period, youngsters sprout 
like beanstalks. Unfortunately, 
this spurt of growth does not come 
to each child at the same age—or at 
the same rate of speed. 

Puberty can arrive any time be- 
tween 11 and 16. The result: near- 
tragedy for the youngster whose 
playmates have all grown three or 
four inches in a year, leaving him a 
pygmy in their midst. Equally 
painful is the experience of the 
early-maturing child who suddenly 
begins to tower over his friends. 


Early, rapid growth 

Such was the case with 12-year- 
old Walter L...... , Who was 
alarmed to find himself growing 
taller and taller than his class- 
mates. Afraid of standing out like 
a “bean pole,” he developed the 
habit of slouching whenever he 
walked or sat among other young- 
sters. As his uneasiness mounted, 
he soon began avoiding boys and 
girls of the same age altogether. 

During a family reunion one 
Sunday, Walter’s mother ushered 
him ceremoniously into the living 
room. He stood there as aunts, 
uncles, grandparents, and distant

wth. Then, a young cousin gig- 
gled and blurted out: “Why, he’s 
all arms and legs!’ Fighting back 
jears, Walter ran out of the room. 

Afew months later, the unhappy 
poy’s friends began to enter their 
own period of rapid growth. To- 
day, many of them are as tall as 
Walter; some are even taller. But 
the experience of early puberty— 
without explanation and guidance 
—has left its mark. Branded as un- 
sociable, Walter is finding it hard 
to make normal friendships. And it 
will take years of concentrated ef- 
fort to correct the slumping posture 
that resulted from his efforts not to 
jook “different.” 

At puberty, youngsters become 
keenly sensitive about such things 
as skin blemishes, banded teeth, 
eyeglasses, Or being under- or 
overweight. To help their children 
through this gawky period, parents 
—unlike Walter’s mother—can 
avoid calling attention to these 
temporary physical problems. They 
can make it clear that, although 
parts of the body are growing at 
different speeds, the youngster’s 
proportions will soon return to 
normal again. 

Girls reach puberty earlier than 
boys (usually at the age of 12, as 
compared to 14 or 15). As a result, 
girls become interested in social 
life at an earlier age. At a time 
when girls are thinking almost ex- 
clusively of dates and dances, boys 
prefer to work with tools, play, or 
watch sports, go to ‘“‘westerns,” or 
collect stamps. 

On being “‘boy-crazy”’ 

Ignored by boys their own age, a 
few young girls go out with older 
boys. The rest are unable to get 
dates. Thus, they become ardent 
worshippers of a handsome bari- 
tone or romantic actor—and drive 
their parents frantic by appearing 
to go “boy-crazy.” 

Actually, such devotions are 
temporary and harmless. But par- 
ents may wreak psychological 
havoc by trying too strenuously to 
divert their daughters from this 
natural interest in boys. In the 
same way, others create a problem 
by pushing boys and girls into 
social life before they are ready. 

Fourteen-year-old Susan W. has 
not yet reached puberty. She still 
looks straight and angular, while 
her friends have all started to ma- 
ture noticeably. Susan’s mother, 


perplexed by her daughter’s in- 
difference to boys, tries to over- 
come this ‘‘backwardness.”’ She 
gives her an expensive make-up 
kit, buys ‘‘smart’’ clothes that only 
exaggerate Susan’s awkward ap- 
pearance, takes her to parties 
where she sits uncomfortably in a 
corner. By the time Susan reaches 
puberty, these unpleasant experi- 
ences may harden into a strong dis- 
taste for social life. Years later, she 
may still find it difficult to relax in 
the company of other people. 

Many parents fail to grasp this 
basic fact: You can’t rush puberty 
—or hold it back! 


What you can do 

What can you do, then, to en- 
hance your child’s popularity dur- 
ing this crucial period? First, en- 
courage his interest and talent 
wherever they happen to flare up 
—in a hobby, in sports, in music, 
or mechanics. Second, let his social 
activities develop naturally. A 12- 
year-old boy who has gone through 
puberty may be ready for dates 
with girls, while a late-maturing 
15-year-old still shuns them. Third, 
make your home a pleasant place 
in which to entertain teen-age 
friends—with a minimum of adult 
interference. 

The undercurrent of conflict be- 
tween parents and children at 
puberty bubbles to the surface in 
strange ways. Often, it slips into 
routine phases of family life. In a 
recent study, Dr. Lester A. Kirken- 
dall of the United States Office of 
Education, asked 125 teen-age 
boys about a seemingly unim- 
portant event that takes place just 
after puberty: their first shave. He 
was startled to discover that only 
one boy out of every five found his 
first shave to be a pleasant or 
natural experience! 

Afraid of punishment, some 
youths used their dads’ razors in 
secret—and spent anxious days 
worrying about being caught. 
Other sensitive boys had their feel- 
ings hurt by constant family jokes 
about the “peach fuzz” on their 
faces. Many admitted that such 
unwitting “cruelty” had created 
an additional barrier between 
them and their parents. 


Face many problems 
At puberty, boys and girls are 
faced with many challenging, new 
questions: how to compete with 
others; how to be popular; how to 
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distinguish for themselves between 
right and wrong. Well-meaning 
parents often rush in to help them 
solve these problems. But when 
they do, youngsters jump to the 
mistaken conclusion that their 
fathers and mothers are trying to 
keep them from growing up. 

During this struggle to achieve 
adulthood, most boys and girls be- 
come sharply critical of their 
parents. In some cases, they are, 
for a time, actually ashamed of 
their fathers and mothers! Not 
long ago, a school counselor in 
Chicago asked an unhappy 15- 
year-old boy why he never invited 
his friends to his home. Grimly, 
the boy replied: ‘Because my 
mother and father always speak to 
each other in Polish. I don’t want 
my pals to think I’m a foreigner!” 

Other boys and girls are bitterly 
ashamed of their parents’ occupa- 
tions, political ideas, modes of 
dress, taste in books, mannerisms, 
or friends. It may take years for 
such youngsters to acquire enough 
understanding to appreciate their 
parents’ important qualities—and 
overlook these superficial differ- 
ences. Eventually, however, most 
of them will. 


Learning self-reliance 

By and large, puberty is a 
period of rough treatment for 
parents. But there is one important 
consolation: Adolescents are not 
trying to escape from their fathers 
and mothers—only from a childhood 
dependence on them. Once they have 
learned self-reliance, they will re- 
turn to the proper place in the 
family circle. 

At this age, youngsters are not 
only a problem to their parents. 
They are a constant headache to 
their sisters and brothers, their 
neighbors, their teachers—and to 
themselves. They are too advanced 
to be handled as children. Yet, 
they are not ready to be treated 
like adults. 

How, then, can they be guided? 
Here, in brief, are five suggestions 
that should help you: 


1. Prepare them for physical 
changes. Many youngsters are 
shocked by the first physical signs 
of puberty—menstruation in girls, 
nocturnal emission in boys. 

It’s vital to prepare your chil- 
dren for these occurrences. Make 
it clear that they are a normal 
part of physical development and 
not a unique personal tragedy. A 
short, informal talk with one of the 
parents or the family doctor may 
head off mental torment. 


2. Watch their health. Many 
seemingly healthy youngsters are 
plagued by “‘hidden’’ ills at puber- 
ty—eye trouble, bad teeth, drastic 
overweight or underweight. Often, 
these problems contribute to un- 
reasonable behavior. 

Early treatment of defects can 
save youngsters acute pain when 
they enter teen-age social life. A 
10-year-old girl may mildly object 
to wearing braces on her teeth. 
By the time she reaches 15 or 16, 
they can be a major tragedy. 





3. Encourage all new interests.

Keep old clumps vigorous 


1 Daylilies grow so fast that 3- and 4-year-old 
clumps soon compete with themselves. They 
just get too crowded for good flower production. 

Dividing and transplanting old clumps in 
early spring will give you extra plants and better 
flowers. Clip dead tops away and cut around 
clump with spade, about 6 inches out from clump. 
Pry up carefully, and shake off loose soil.

3 Replant new divisions so part where tops join 
roots is about 2 inches below soil surface. To 
get clump effect fast, space 4 or 5 divisions of 
size shown about 6 inches apart.

How to help your hushand succeed 


And remember this: A wife’s 
job is to help her husband be the 
man he wants to be. Wasn’t it Lord 
Chesterfield who wrote: ‘Every 
man is really two men, the man he 
is. and the man he wants to be’’? 

If a man is shy, he wants to be 
bold. If he is unpopular, he wants 
to be liked. And if he is lacking in 
confidence, he yearns to be cour- 
ageous. You can help him—not by 
nagging, comparing, or trying to 
remake him, but by gentle en- 
couragement, praise, and under- 
standing. 

Too big a job, too complicated? 
I don’t think so. With many wom- 
en, these traits and abilities come 
naturally. Others must acquire 
them. In either event, the rewards 
will more than compensate for the 
effort expended. 

When do you start? Why, im- 
mediately, of course. You and your 
husband may be living in a small 
house or apartment and he may be 
working at a small or middle sal- 
ary. But that doesn’t mean that 
you'll spend the rest of your lives in 
those cramped quarters or that 
he’ll be bringing home that anemic 
paycheck 10 years from now. The 
important thing is that you should 
do something about changing the 
status quo. And you, the mother and 
the wife, may well be the spark 
that can light the way up the lad- 
der of success for him. 


Encourage him 


Be constructive. Do something— 
anything. Encourage him to do 
what he likes to do. If he’s tired of 
working in a department store and 
wants to start a laundry, sit in the 
first row of his rooting section. Dale 
and I know a man who worked 20 
years for a small-town bank. His 
wife, knowing his discontent, final- 
ly convinced him he should do 
what he really wanted all his life to 
do—work with his hands. He quit 
his job with the bank during the 
last war, went into a machinery 
plant, and now has two patents to 
his credit. 

Fiction? There are happy, suc- 
cessful people all around you who 
switched careers in midstream. 
Bert MacDonald, the crack city 
editor of the crusading New York 
World-Telegram and Sun, took his 
college training at the Massachu- 


_ setts Institute of Technology. He 


was cut out for an engineer, but 
the suit wouldn’t fit. He wanted 
deadlines and headlines. 

Perhaps your husband is work- 
ing for promotion in his firm. If so, 
encourage him to study nights to 
win that promotion—even to at- 
tend night school or take on home- 
study courses. I happen to know 
the story of Nick Alexander who 
could have stayed in a Pennsyl- 
vania_ tailor’s sweatshop—if it 
hadn’t been for Mrs. Alexander. 

She encouraged him to strike out 
for himself when a seasonal layoff 
came, and he started a real-estate 
business in Aldan, Pennsylvania. 
And when that business prospered,

Theresa insisted that Nick return 
to school for the college education 
he so earnestly had wanted. He got 
his degree at 36 years of age and is 
now a singularly successful realtor. 

Why? Nick’s determination, of 
course, but also his wife’s faith and 
enthusiasm—plus the engagement 
ring she so willingly pawned to 
help him raise capital to start his 
business. 

I have another purpose in telling 
the story of the Alexanders, be- 
cause it shows the courage of a man 
and woman who decided to change, 
to strike out in something different.

It’s just you and the smell of growing things, 
It’s the feel of the earth beneath your feet. The whisper 
of the breeze through the green leaves. You beeomé One 
with your hedge shears. Your movements become auto- 
matic and graceful. Your hands hold the shears in an in- 
terlocking grip as you begin the backswing with a turn 
of the left hip to the right. Now, as you bring the shears 
back, you keep the left arm straight. The left hip starts 
the downswing, and as the body uncoils, it pulls the left 
arm down into the hitting area. The wrists uncock to 
bring the club once again into an alignment with the left 
arm, thus delivering a powerful blow to the ball. This 
doesn’t cut the hedge’. . . but it has cut five strokes off my 
game. 

So much for hedge cutting and the care of the greens.

Dampproof basement walls by first sealing cracks. Then clean 
wall, moisten it, and apply cement waterproofing paint to inside. If 
this isn’t enough, use asphalt compound on outside after digging 
trench to the depth of footing. Slope the grade level to control water 





Tile for drainage around basement or crawl-space walls. Pipe 
alongside of footings should be pitched at 4 inch per foot toward 
discharge point. Tar-paper strips over pipe joints keep out dirt. For 
sewer backflow, install backflow valve near outlet of house drain 


Now is the time to win the battle 
against moisture. By doing so, 
you'll save countless repair bills in 
the future. 

1. Clean and repair leaky gut- 
ters. Check the flashing around 
chimney to see that it isn’t rusted, 
in need of paint. Open clogged 
downspouts and position splash 
blocks to carry water away from 
the foundation. 


2. Clean dirt, leaves, and other 
debris from vents in crawl spaces. 
If necessary, install a venting sys- 
tem in the attic and check under- 
eaves soffits. 

3. Put storm sash in good repair. 
Check window sash. 

4. Slope the earth away from the 
foundation so water doesn’t form 
small pools and trickle into the 
basement.

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New life for 
your old shrubs 


ei. can be a whack, slash, chop routine, or it can 


be the first step in changing an overgrown shrub into 


a strong, attractive plant. 

With good tools, pruning doesn’t take much time. 
You can prune an old shrub in half an hour, and you 
won’t have to touch it for another year—sometimes 
two or three years. In fact, you can prune so your 
shrubs never need a major repair job. Keep them in 
the peak of condition by cutting out some of the older 
wood each year. 

But be careful. You can get so interested in pruning 
that you overdo it. Knowing when to stop is impor- 
tant, too. The pictures here illustrate the basic types of 
pruning, and show what the shrubs should look like 
when you finish. Just follow the steps here and on the 
following pages, and you can bring new life to any 
shrub you have.

In addition to heading back, weak, 
thin limbs were removed at soil level 


After: Spirea now looks sparse, thin, 
but only old stems and deadwood have 
been removed—no young wood. Cuts 
were flush with soil or main branches

The cardboard box—first 
home for your baby chick—should 
be covered with cheesecloth or 
wire screening to prevent escape. 
Warmth is a “‘must’”—92 degrees. 
Each week, this is reduced by 3 
degrees until room temperature is 
reached. A 25-watt light bulb, an 
extension cord, a reflector from 
your camera equipment, or one 
shaped from aluminum foil, a 
spring-type clothespin, and a room 
thermometer make up the heating 
unit. The bulb and reflector are 
suspended over the box by your 
clipping the cord to the edge of the 
box so the bulb is 8 inches from the 
floor. Hang the thermometer near 
the floor of the box. Sawdust or 
fine wood shavings do the trick for 
bedding. “‘Starter mash” followed 
by “growing mash” in six weeks 
are the only food needed. These 
may be purchased from a feed 
dealer or a pet shop. Eating, drink- 
ing, and sleeping are the main de- 
lights of the baby chick. Mason-jar 
lids or sardine cans make excellent 
food and water utensils.

Ene 


a stamped, addressed envelope, 











New life for your old shrubs

Pruning—where do I start? 


Follow a routine when prun- 
ing, and you won’t do unneces- 
sary cutting. It is a good practice to 
cut out all dead- and diseased wood 
first. Cut away twiggy growth at 
base at same time if it interferes 
with work. 

After taking out deadwood, cut 
out branches that are so crowded 
that they rub against neighboring 
stems, scarring the bark. These two 
steps may be all the pruning your 
shrub needs. 

If growth is still too thick, thin 
out oldest wood—but don’t re- 
move more than one-third of top. 
If shrub is too thin, head back to 
make it thicken up. 

Final step in any pruning is to 
check the shape of the shrub to see 
whether or not it needs to be 
trimmed to direct its growth. If it 
is unshapely, cut back the rampant 
growth the desired amount. 


What’s the best time to prune? 


Spring is the best time for most 
shrub-pruning, for several reasons. 
Spring-pruning is more convenient. 
Plants aren’t covered with leaves, 
and you can see the basic stem 
structure without any trouble. Prun- 
ing goes faster then.

: 15 years ago, the sealed-beam 
headlight was introduced. Anyone who re- 
members the old dirty reflectors and sep- 
arate bulbs will admit this was a great im- 
provement. Four years ago, new designs 
were again started. After a good deal of 
engineering and development, the new 
headlight has arrived. 


Q. What are the improvements in the new 
headlight unit? 


A. About 20 percent more light up to 80 
feet farther down the road and more light 
on the right side of the road. A filament 
cap eliminates stray upward light and re- 
duces the reflected glare back into the 
driver’s eyes from particles of fog, rain, and 
snow in the air. Adverse weather won’t be 
the lighting hazard it has been in the past. 


Q. Are the 1955-model cars equipped with 
the new headlights? 


A. No. The new design has not been ap- 
proved by all the 48 states and the District 
of Columbia. As this goes to press, it can- 
not be installed as “original equipment” 
on models coming off the lines. Later in 
the year, the headlight will be approved, 
and it is expected ‘that all new cars will 
carry the new unit as original equipment. 


Q. Can I buy the new unit for my car? 


A. Yes. The new units are interchangeable 
with the old units. The pair will cost less 
than $4 for either 6-volt or 12-volt units. 
You can install them yourself, or have it 





done at the local service station or garage, 
The new units must be carefully aimed. — 











Q. If range of lights has been inc 
why isn’t there an increase in glare? — 


A. Because the use of the filament cap 
improved lens and reflector design reg 
in better distribution of the light produces 


Q. Will I notice the difference when dit 
ing with the new lights? 


A. You most certainly will. You’ll see b 
on all sides, you'll not overdrive your light# 
so easily, you’ll not climb up on cars just 
ahead when your lights are on the lower 
beam, you'll find night driving less ofa 
strain, and that 80 feet of extra roadway il 
luminated ahead of you is a big help. 


Q. If my present lights are still working, is 
there any point in replacing them? 


A.The improvement is so tremendous, the 
increased safety factor so marked, and the 
cost so small, that it is very worthwhile. 
If your old lights have been in service a 
number of years, they have lost much o 
their efficiency. All lights lose their best 
lighting features before they burn out. 
In purchasing either a car or the new 
unit itself, you can distinguish it clearly 
from the older type by looking into the 
lens. The filament should have a small 
black cap over it. In some models, this cor 
ers both filaments, in others only one. It 
is clearly seen, and if there is no 
beam filament cap, it isn’t the new unit

On a 50x150-foot lot, the top foot of soil weighs a million pounds 


give or take a few tons. You can’t replace it; you can improve it 


~ 
a is made up of many things—-silt, clay, insects and 
microorganisms, decaying roots—and, around new homes, 
the debris left by builders. 

Each material in the soil you have contributes to its qual- 
ity. Some will help you grow plants. Others won’t. Sand 

soil easier to work. Clay makes it hold water. If you 
change the proportions of sand and clay in your soil, 
you wouldn’t have a “‘soil problem.” 

ou can’t, unless you are prepared to add sand or 
clay in 10-ton lots. If you could do this, you would still have 
the problem of mixing them with the existing soil. 

Fortunately, you can solve your soil problems with a 
spade—without turning and mixing all one million pounds 
of it. There are two ways, closely related to each other. 

First, restrict your soil improvement to those areas where 
it counts most. We’ll describe these methods in detail later 
in the article. 

Second, use a soil amendment, such as organic matter or 
a chemical soil conditioner. These have the ability to im- 
prove soil greatly, even if they are present in small quanti- 
You don’t need them in ton lots. 

[hese two points take the labor out of improving soil. Use 
them, and you won’t have to tackle the whole job the first 
year. If you have a lawn and garden already established, 
you won’t have to plow up the lawn or tear up the perennial

It’s simpler to improve it in easy stages. Here’s how you 
do it, for each spot around your home where you want to 
grow plants. 


For shrubs and trees 


The larger plants you want to grow, such as flowering 
shrubs, evergreens, and trees, are tolerant of soil conditions 
after they have grown in one spot for a few years. In their 
early life, however, they will grow much faster in good soil, 
which you can supply at planting time. 

Each time you plant a new tree or shrub, dig the hole 
extra big. Add up to one-third by volume of peat or compost 
to the soil from the hole. Mix it in thoroughly. 

A wheelbarrow or garden cart — gies | 
makes mixing easier, but you can 
also mix right in the planting 
pocket. The young plants will get 
off to an excellent start in this 
pocket of specially prepared soil— 
even if surrounding soil is poor. 

In heavy clay soil, you can sub- 
stitute a chemical conditioner for 
the compost or peat. 

A load of sand dumped in a va- 
cant corner of your lot will be val-

The lawn area. One of the best ways to improve soil is to 
grow grass on it. The soil in a lawn gets a mulching every 
time the grass is clipped. During the course of a year, the 
average lawn will get 400 or 500 pounds of grass clippings. 
As these clippings dry and decay, they add valuable organic 
matter which improves the soil. 

Under the surface of a lawn, where the roots grow, ex- 
plore, and die, a similar building process is under way. As 
the old roots die and add organic matter, they leave chan- 
nels in the soil that improve its structure. Water and air 
penetrate the soil more easily through these channels. New 
grass roots have a better soil to grow in. 

Grass can actually overcome the 
handicap of a poor soil, but the 
process will be slow unless you help. 

On an established lawn, this 
means regular applications of 
plant food, frequent mowing, and 
watering when necessary. 

To start a new lawn, add plant 
food and cultivate to depth of 6 
or 8 inches before trying to grow 
grass. This will enable new grass 
to get a good start. 





























Flower beds and borders. Most of your digging, hoeing, 
weeding, planting, and transplanting is done in two bands ~ 
of soil about 3 feet wide. One extends around your house ~ 
and another around the edge of the lot. 

The annuals, perennials, and bulbs that make your house 
look good from the street are grown here. The soil in these ~ 
bands should be the best on your lot, but it is too often the ~ 
worst. g 

Plaster, gravel, broken bricks, wood chips, and other 
debris left by builders are usually buried next to the founda- 
tion. The soil there is often packed by heavy equipment used 
in construction. 

To improve these bands of soil, 
follow this program each time you 
plant: Turn the soil in the planting 
area to full depth of spade, and re- 
move debris brought to surface. 

Add soil amendments at time 
you spade—either peat, compost, 
or 2-inch layer of sand. This is also 
a good time to add plant food. 

Repeat this building process 
each time you make new plantings, 
and your soil will rapidly improve. 

The organic and chemical con- 
ditioners will be effective for four 
or five years. Sand will be a per- 
manent improvement.

April I There was no foolishness

April 4 Ground was all covered 
with snow when I looked out, and 
thermometer down to 25 again. 
Snow was all melted by noon, but 
we went down to have dinner with 
Donald and Janet, and Gary and 
Baby Daniel. So no outside work 
done at home. 

Donald has put one over on me. 
While I’ve worked with roses, he 
has put out his first vegetables— 
onion sets, radishes, peas, and 
what not.

Trim boxwood, and root some of the cut shoots in 
damp sand if more plants are needed to fill in hedge. 
Keep on planting gladiolus bulbs every two weeks. 
But stop planting them in Lower South 
and Gulf Coast areas before May 1.

In Florida, complete the planting of 
bare-root plants this month. 

Feed azaleas soon after their blooms fade with one 
of the special acid plant foods available for them.

Daylilies require little cultivation except that needed to 
keep down weeds. Deep cultivation may damage roots near 
soil surface. Add balanced plant food in spring when new 
growth starts. Apply in broad band about clump, scratch in 





Old clumps are resistant to dry weather and need little 
extra water except in driest years. Through first summer, 
water new clumps every week it doesn’t rain. This extra 
water pays off in stronger flower stems and larger flowers 





Cut down on summer watering and weeding with a mulch. 
Use 2-inch layer of dried grass clippings, ground corn- 
cobs, or other favorite mulch. Give extra plant food at 
bloom time if you mulch, to be sure plant gets all it needs

Weed killer roots rhododendrons 


Rhododendrons are beautiful, tough, and hardy once 
they’re planted, but they’ve always been expensive 
because they are hard to root. 

Now, experiments with weed killing 2,4,5-T offer 
an answer. A mixture of 1 percent 2,4,5-T and talc has 
proved just right to form roots on rhododendron cut- 
tings. The tips of cuttings were dipped in this dust just 
before propagating. 

Even varieties like Dr. Dresselhys, which usually 
had to be grafted due to reluctance to root, produced 
excellent roots after this dusting. Work was done by 
the U.S.D.A. 






Antibiotics whip more diseases 


There’s a growing list of fruit and vegetable diseases 
that can be controlled by antibiotics. And some of 
them have previously been impossible to control. 

Cherry leaf spot is one of the latest fungus diseases 
added to the list. A small tablet of an antibiotic added 
to 100 gallons of water kills the fungus in less than an 
hour. The action is so strong that it will stop the dis- 
ease several days after it has made a “‘spot.” 

Antibiotics are also being tested on bacterial wilt 
of tomatoes and peppers. At the University of Florida 
Experiment Station, a combination of streptomycin 
and terramycin greatly reduced the number of wilt-in- 
fected seedlings. A commercial mixture of these two 
antibiotics is already on the market. 


Better fly killers on the way 


New experiments by the U.S.D.A. may give us insec- 
ticides that last longer—so we can make one spraying 
do the work of 5, or even 10. 

After agricultural chemists mixed lindane with 
chlorinated terphenyl, they found it would kill flies 
for over 100 days instead of the usual 10. Chlordane, 
heptachlor, aldrin, and others have been stepped up 
in a similar way with equally promising results. 

The terphenyl keeps the insecticide from evaporat- 
ing so fast, and makes it stick better. Both of these 
qualities make the insecticide last longer. 


Malathion gets lilac scale 


Ever had trouble with scale on lilacs, junipers, or 
magnolias? Then you will appreciate this news. 

Recent tests show that scale can be controlled with 
a malathion spray. Proportions are 44 pound of 25- 
percent malathion to 5 gallons of water. 

Malathion is less dangerous to foliage and to flowers 
| than the miscible oil sprays previously used to control 
scale. And you can apply it in the spring, when scales 

are most active, yet while new growth is still tender. 


CF : West Coast battles mildew 


Serious outbreaks of powdery mildew have been re- 
ported on the West Coast, notably in the San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland area. 

Tuberous and rex begonias and gloxinias have been 
particularly hard hit. The best remedy to date has 
been captan. Sulfur compounds are effective and 
cheaper, but bleach out petals of flowering plants.

ee is fun,”’ this couple agrees, “‘if you 
do it yourself.”’ For evidence, they now enjoy an 
attractive two-level family terrace that they built 
themselves. When they started, they had a small, 
hard-to-mow back lawn. 


Their first target was to stretch a limited level | 


area as far as possible—for living space. The 
upper level was terraced, so it would drain quick- 
ly for use after showers. Spreading shrubs were 
replaced by house-hugging vines. 

To form the outer rim of this step-down ter- 
race, they chopped off the front of two trouble- 
some banks. This soil was used for leveling. They 
also saved themselves the work of moving in a 
lot of extra soil by not bringing all of the terrace 
to the same grade. 

A 3-foot wall of fieldstone was built along the 
front. This now holds back soil and provides 
niches for planting. Bulbs and perennials at base 
of wall provide year-round color.

Surfacing the two levels differently helped gain 
an illusion of extra space. The flagstoned upper 
terrace lies conveniently outside their living and 
dining rooms.

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The “inside” bathroom 


This business of bathroom location is just as important 
in re-doing or adding to an older house as in designing a 
new one. Perhaps now you can use a large closet or pan- 
try for a remodeled half-bath. Or you may find space ig | 
some otherwise-wasted nook. : 

The answer to getting the bathroom inside has beeq 
the variety of ventilators and lighting schemes, natural 
or mechanical, that is now available. 

To qualify for F.H.A. financing, mechanical ventilators 
must have an exhaust fan with a drawing capacity of 24 | 
cubic feet of air per minute. Such fans need little space — 
for installation and are inexpensive to operate (see draw= 
ing below). é 


The air must be exhausted through a corrosion-resist- 
ant metal duct leading to the outside or attic. And the 
fan must be concealed in the wall or ceiling of the bath. 
room behind louvers that automatically close tight when 
the fan is not operating. A grill or louver opening is re. 
quired in the lower portion of the door or wall—or the 
bathroom door must clear the floor or threshold by at 
least 14 inch. 

The fan must operate quietly, be accessible for cleaning 
and repairs, and operate in unison with the light switch, 
Here’s an idea: By placing the switch in the doorjamb, 
both light and fan can go on automatically the moment 
the bathroom door is closed.

Liverpool and Lockeport are 
both below Lunenburg on the road 
to Yarmouth, and both face the 
sea. If you have time for deep-sea 
fishing for tuna or swordfish, Liver- 
pool is one of the ports from which 
such excursions are made. And 
rounding the tip of Nova Scotia, 
visit the Acadian villages in the 
Pubnico district. Here, you will 
find some of the fine oxen used by 
Acadian farmers. 

Yarmouth is an ideal place to 
stop overnight. Fishing and blue- 

try exporting keep it busy. 
There are plenty of hotels and 
lodges in Yarmouth, and motels 
dot the highway for 5 or 6 miles 
beyond the town on Highway 1. 
Visit the Yarmouth lighthouse, 
and, shortly before sundown, drive 
out to the Golf Club or to Sandford 
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Village for the excellent view of the 
brilliant sunset over the sea. 

Not far from Yarmouth on 
Highway 1, there is a chain of vil- 
lages of Acadian fishermen and 
farmers. These people are descend- 
ants of the Acadians who returned 
to their homeland after the expul- 
sion, by walking all the way from 
Boston. Finding their former homes 
taken by new settlers, they moved 
into this region to build anew. In 
the fields, you will see farmers har- 
vesting their crops with the help of 
sturdy oxen. 


Dock in Digby

Near Kentville is the Palmeter’s 
Country Gift Home, one of the 
most unusual shopping centers for 
fine English china in all of Canada. 
Around it are 50 acres of lawns, 
driveways, and shade trees. Visi- 
tors have free use of such recrea- 
tional attractions as canoeing on 
the lake, golf, and afternoon tea at 
4 with the compliments of the 
Palmeters.

Wolfeville is next door to Grand 
Pre in the Land of Evangeline. 
With Longfellow’s poem in mind, 
one needs no guidebook to this 
pastoral paradise. In Grand Pre 
Memorial Park is the replica of the 
original Acadian church of St. 
Charles—a museum with Acadian 
relics. Many of the flowers are from 
the rose gardens of Orleans. You'll 
see the bronze statue of Evangeline, 
the old well, old French willows. 

There are two possible routes 
north toward Cape Breton Island. 
The easier route, paved to the 
Strait of Canso, is by Highways 2 
and 4 from Halifax or Truro. It 
is also shorter. The longer, rough- 
er, and more picturesque route is 
to Dartmouth from Bedford and 
up coastal Highway 7 to Antigon- 
ish where you join Highway 4. 
About 30 miles from Dartmouth, 
the pavement ends, and the road, 
though well graded, is unpaved to 
Antigonish. Travel will be slower 
on Highway 7, but the fishing vil- 
lages, picturesque coves with sandy 
beaches, and the forests are ample 
rewards for the additional 40 miles 
of driving, if you have the time. 
Try a short side road here and 
there along this route in the direc- 
tion of the sea. Invariably, such 
roads lead to a cove where small 
fishing craft are moored and fish 
nets are drying in the sun. 

Truro is a busy manufacturing 
town in the center of a farming re- 
gion, and has a large natural play- 
ground, Victoria Park, that is 
worth a visit. Leave Truro on 
Highway 4 for New Glasgow and 
Antigonish. As the road turns into 
New Glasgow, there is a small 
shady park looking down on the

town and the river. At the park | 
entrance is a statue of a Highlander — 
with kilts and bagpipe. Most of the 
population of steel-producing New 
Glasgow is Scotch, and most of 
them are from the Fraser clan, 


The Highland Games 


If you tour the Maritimes in late 
July, you might be in time for the 
Highland Games in Antigonish, 
For one day, the townspeople turn 
out in kilts and the skirl of the bag. 
pipes echoes through the valley as 
Highland bands compete. The pro. 
gram starts in midmorning on the 
athletic field. But the evening por. 
tion with Highland music and 
dancing is the part to see. 

At Mulgrave, it will take 10 min. 
utes to cross the Strait of Canso, 
separating Cape Breton Island 
from the mainland. Before leaving 
Port ‘Hawkesbury on the Cape 
Breton Island shore, look back 
from one of the upper streets of the 
town for the excellent view across 
the straits. 

You can follow the well-surfaced 
Highway 19 up the shore of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence to Cheti- 
camp, or take the rougher High- 
way 5 to Baddeck and then the 
Cabot Trail across picturesque 
Margaree Valley to Margaree Forks 
and up to Cheticamp. The Mar- 
garee Valley attracts many artists 
during the summer season, and 
many salmon pools of the river 
provide perfect spots for fishing. 
North of Margaree Forks, you will 
find Acadian villages and farms, 
At Cheticamp, you will have the 
opportunity to get some of the fin- 
est hooked rugs made in Nova 
Scotia. 

The Cape’s national park 

Beyond Cheticamp, the Cabot 
Trail (unpaved) enters the Cape 
Breton Highlands National Park 
and passes through the little village 
of Pleasant Bay, a community of 
Scotch and English fishermen. 

Below Cape North, there are 
rocky headlands, deep coves, fish- 
ing fleets at anchor, and the huts 
of fishing villages nestled along the 
shore. Neil Harbour, with its lob- 
ster traps, its lighthouse, its weath- 
ered huts and its picturesque loca- 
tion is well worth a visit. Near 
Ingonish Beach, the luxury hotel, 
Keltic Lodge, stands on a promon

Baddeck is another 
excellent stopover point. 


Annual fair in St. Anne 


Watch for views of Smoky Cape 
before you reach Wreck Cove. Just 
beyond Indian Brook, follow the 
right fork of the Trail through the 
hills and along the shore of an arm 
of St. Anne Bay. In August of each 
year, the Gaelic Mod—a Scotch 
fair with dancing, music, and 
Gaelic songs—is held in St. Anne. 
From Baddeck, you return along 
unpaved Highway 5 to Port Hawkes- 
bury, a road that is rough but in 
good enough condition for you to 
average 35 miles an hour. An alter- 
nate route offering more paved 
road for your return from Cape 
Breton Highlands National Park is 
by the Englishtown Ferry to High- 
way 5 to Sydney and down High- 
way 4 to Port Hawkesbury. High- 
way 4 takes you through Antigonish 
again and on to the junction with 
Highway 6 just beyond Alma. At 
the junction, turn right to Pictou 
and the auto ferry at Carriboo, 6 
miles beyond Pictou. Pictou is an 
interesting town on the North- 
umberland Strait, with lobsters its 
principal business. During the 
summer, the ferry for Prince Ed- 
ward Island leaves Carriboo every 
other hour from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
(Fare is $3.80 the round trip, re- 
turning either to Carriboo or Cape 
Tormentine, New Brunswick.) 





By the newly surfaced Highway 
2, it is only 39 miles from the ferry 
landing at Wood Islands to Char- 
lottetown, the capital. The tiny 
province is a land of beautiful 
farms with highways winding 
through the low hills and valleys. 
The island’s biggest crop is seed 
potatoes, and fox-farming and 
oyster-growing are major indus- 
tries. Overnight accommodations 
can be had at farmhouses in almost 
any part of the province, starting 
as low as $2 for two, and home- 
cooked meals can be had at corres- 
pondingly low prices. 

The Provincial Building in 
Charlottetown is one of Canada’s 
most historic shrines. Visit Govern- 
ment House and its gardens. From 
nearby Fort Edward with its 
ancient guns, there is a splendid 
view of the harbor. For one week 
in August, the city celebrates Old 
Home Week with harness racing 
events, livestock exhibition, and a 
provincial fair. 

Distances are short in this island 
province. You can leave Charlotte- 
town on Highway 1 and in an 
hour’s time find yourself on the fine 
beaches of Prince Edward Island 
National Park along the shore of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. At the 
junction at Hunter River, you turn 
right on the paved road that leads 
to Cavendish. In the park is Green 
Gables. From North Rustico to 
Cavendish, there are excellent 
views across the beaches and the 
Gulf. Cavendish is a beauty spot of 
the province, and Green Gables is 
the old homestead about which 


Lucy Maud Montgomery wrote 
Anne of Green Gables. An 18-hole 
golf course has been built around 
the spot made famous in the story. 
Returning to Hunter River and 
continuing on Highway 1 to Port 
Borden, the route is through farm- 
ing country and enters the oyster- 
growing region around Malpeque 
Bay. The icebreaker ferry, ““Abeg- 
weit,”’ one of the world’s finest and 
largest auto ferries, operates be- 
tween Port Borden and the New 
Brunswick shore. The service is ex- 
cellent; the time required in cross- 
ing is a little more than an hour. 


Take your choice of routes 


On reaching Cape Tormentine, 
there is the choice of two routes to 
Moncton; both paved roads. One 
is by Highway 16 to Port Elgin, 
then route 15 to Shediac and 
Highway 11 to Moncton. This fol- 
lows along the shore of Northum- 
berland Strait part of the way. The 
other continues on Highway 16 out 
of Port Elgin to Aulac, then High- 
way 2 to Moncton. 

If there is time, and the tides are 
right, stop in Moncton to see the 
tidal bore. This is a phenomenon 
caused by the extreme tides of the 
Bay of Fundy. The city is on the 
banks of the Petitcodiac River, 
several miles from the head of 
Shepody Bay. At ebb tide, the river 
is a mere trickle through broad 
mud flats. When ebb tide has 
reached its lowest point and the 
water begins to return, it does so 
with a rush. This sends a wall of 
water 3 to 6 feet high up the river. 





Follow Highway 2 to its inter- 
section, south of Sussex, with High- 
way 40. This paved road leads to 
a ferry (free) at Evandale that will 
carry you across the St. John 
River to Highway 2, the all-paved 
route to Fredericton, New Bruns- 
wick’s capital. 

There are several excellent ho- 
tels and motels and a number of 
tourist homes in this beautiful, 
elm-shaded city of Fredericton. 
The town is not large. There are 
many places of interest. 

Leaving Fredericton, you follow 
Highway 2 up the St. John River 
to Long Creek, Highway 3 to 
Thomaston, and Highway 4 to the 
border. A longer route with wider, 
better road continues up the St. 
John River to Woodstock and then 
on Highway 5 to Houlton, Maine. 
This will add 122 miles to your 
trip, but you will see more of the 
beautiful St. John Valley. 


Accommodations plentiful 
The people who live in the Mar- 
itimes take good care of their 
guests. There are plenty of cabins, 
motels, tourist homes, hotels, and 
luxury lodges so well distributed 
that an overnight stop can be made 
almost anywhere with assurance of 
finding accommodations to fit your 
budget. Simple, clean cabins start 
at $1.25 per person. Motels offer 
excellent units for $6 to $8 for a 
family of four. Tourist homes, clean 
and comfortable, are available at 
rates much lower than either mo- 
tels or hotels. Highways for most of

the tour are paved or well surfaced, 
and service stations are plentiful. 
It is not difficult to average 200 
miles a day and leave plenty of 
time for sight-seeing. The 10-day 
trip for four can be kept within a 
budget of $250. If cabins with 
cooking facilities are used, the cost 
can be less. 

The best months to see the 
Maritimes are July and August. 
But any time from mid-June to 
mid-September is good. Seldom 
are the summer days hot, except 
for short spells in some interior val- 
leys away from the sea. 


Welcome mat out 


You will find a friendly welcome 
awaiting you. Nova Scotians, their 
neighbors in New Brunswick, and 
the folks up on the “‘Garden of the 
Gulf’—Prince Edward Island— 
are all good hosts. During the sum- 
mer months, the three provinces 
have well-staffed district offices of 
their provincial travel bureaus in 
all important towns to lend a hand 
when travel advice is needed. 

There are several ways to enter 
the Maritimes. The shortest over- 
land route for visitors from the At- 
lantic seaboard is from Maine into 
New Brunswick. Cross the inter- 
national boundary by the bridge 
between Calais and St. Stephen. 
Passing through customs takes 5 or 
10 minutes. No passport is needed, 
but a birth certificate or other good 
identification is well to have along 
to facilitate re-entry into the 
United States. You are permitted 
to take personal belongings, cam- 


eras, films, and other vacation 
necessities with you. You will beig. 
sued a free permit to operate your 
car in Canada; it must be turned — 


in when you leave the country, 

If your time is limited, you can 
take the family and car to Yar. 
mouth, on the southern tip of Noya 
Scotia, by boat from Boston. East. 
ern Steamship Lines offers a ty. 
weekly service leaving Boston jn 
late afternoon and covering the 225 
miles to Yarmouth by early morn. 
ing. (Fare is $17.50 per person and 
$35 for auto, one way.) You can 
also drive from Maine to St. John, 
New Brunswick, and make the 
three-hour trip across the Bay of 
Fundy by Canadian Pacific ferry 
to Digby. (One way is $2.60 per 
person, plus $12 for your car.) For 
the Digby ferry, reservations must 
be made ahead. It is usually 
booked at least a week in advance 
during the summer season. There 
are also vessels operating between 
Boston or New York and Halifax. 

If you want to leave your car at 
home, the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, the Acadian Bus Lines, and 
companies offering airplane serv. 
ice can be used to reach all the 
places covered in the tour. 

Your tour of the Maritimes will 
be remembered as one of the most 
interesting, most enjoyable, and 
most economical vacations you 
have ever had. Peggy’s Cove, the 
Cabot Trail, the Evangeline Coun- 
try, and the Annapolis Valley will 
tempt you to return to those parts 
of the Maritimes you enjoyed the 
most.

4. Tilled another space where 
new strawberry bed is to be made. 


April 12 Began first vegetable 
seed-sowing of year back of garage. 
Here, I put in onion sets, leaf let- 
tuce, spinach, beets, and little 
Marvel peas. Some radish seed was 
scattered in the beet rows, too. 

In this bed, I sowed two rows of 
those new multiflowered kinds of 
sweetpeas. Gave them same treat- 
ment as the eatin’ peas, except I 
made furrows deeper. 

As usual, scattered plant food 
over all this vegetable space and 
worked it in before I made the fur- 
rows. This makes °em come hop- 
ping—and tender. 

Meanwhile, David was doing 
more tiller work. Maggie had the 
big wheelbarrow out and was pick- 
ing up sticks and trash from the 
lawn. 


April 13 There is a bad spot in 
our lawn, near the back door. 
What with drouth last year, crab- 
grass, dogs, and cats—this is in ter- 
rible shape. Maggie has been 
orating about it. 

So tonight, David brought up 
the tiller and cultivated the whole 
space. He worked in all the plant 
food and peatmoss I scattered over 
the soil. - 

When I went to get the little 
hopper on wheels for sowing the 
grass seed—you guessed it—it was 
down at Donald’s. So I scattered 
it by hand—half scattered criss and 
half scattered cross. Then I just 
sorta firmed the soil with the back 
of the spade. 


April 15 Our magnolia on the 
rear lawn is covered with large, 
pink blooms. Oriental quinces are 
breaking out in red. Crocus blooms 
have faded, and narcissus have ar- 
rived all around. The weather- 
proof sorts are magnificent, and 
you should just see the one called 
Atomic Age. It’s a big one. 


April 17 “Where is my garden 
notebook?” says I to Maggie. She 
didn’t know. Then a_ horrible 
thought came. I hurried out, and 
sure enough—TI had left it right on 
the path yesterday.

April 18 First dandelions opened 
up on lawn. The pink Mrs. Back- 
house narcissus is in bloom by the 
front steps. Maggie cut a lot of 
other narcissus blooms and _ hag 
them in the house. Some of the 
new roses are beginning to grow, 
so pulled mounded soil away from 
canes with hoe. 





April 19 Set out my new straw- 
berry bed today—five rows of 20 
plants each, and each row a dis- 
ease-resistant variety. Two were 
Temple and Sparkle, both good, 
A third was Vermillion, developed 
at the University of Illinois. I set 
the plants 24 inches apart in the 
row, with rows 4 feet apart. 
(Note: Strawberry methods and 
varieties differ in various sections, 
Folks setting out a new bed should 
inquire as to best local practice.) 


April 20 With Maggie sitting on 
the grass path, writing labels and 
making entries in the new note- 
book I bought, I planted seeds in 
the coldframe. I had already 
spaded it up and worked in some 
more peatmoss. This included 
marigolds, calendulas, scabiosa, 
and so on. 

I worked on a board in the 
frame, made tiny furrows along- 
side with tip of the labels, and 
sowed the seeds. After we finished, 
I firmed the soil with a piece of 
board, put down burlap, and 
watered over the burlap. Then I 
put on the sash. 


April 24 It couldn’t be put off 
any longer. So David got out the 
power mower, oiled it up, and 
mowed grass over the whole place. 
He “drove” too fast, turned the 
corners too rapidly, didn’t overlap 
enough. But he did get it done in 
the short time he had to spend atit. 












April 27 This late afternoon, be-

Waterlilies— how to grow

Waterlilies thrive in large or 
small, natural or concrete pools, 
half barrels, or tubs. Give them 
sun, rich soil, and warm water. 
Keep roots from freezing in winter. 

Tubs for lily planting should be 
14 to 18 inches square, and from 


8 to 10 inches deep. 


Wooden buckets or 12-quart 
pails make good containers for 
small or medium-size plants. Water 
should be no deeper than 12 nor 
less than 6 inches above top of the 


container. 


Plant hardy waterlilies and per- 
ennial bog plants in spring after 
water is warm. Wait until after 
June 1 to plant tender waterlilies 
in latitude of New York State. 

Top soil of containers with an 
inch of sand to keep soil in place 
under water. Grow bog and shal- 
low water plants in built-up soil 


pockets just under water. 


To prevent freezing in winter, 
cover pool with boards, heap on 
leaves or straw. Or move roots to 
basement and keep cold and moist.

Nale driving 


Many a driver, cruising along the 
highway at normal speed, has been 
confronted by another car in his 
lane heading toward him at high 
speed. What a driver does in those 
three or four seconds may save his 
life—and the lives of others. 

Police investigating fatal, head- 
on collisions often find skid marks 
for 150 feet or more. Both drivers 
have slammed on their brakes and 
stuck to the road. 

At 30 miles per hour, two cars 
hitting head-on have the same 
force as one car hitting a stone wall 
at 60. In most cases, unless the road 
is bordered by deep ravines or 
large trees, it is better to leave the 
road than to hit the other car. 

If you find that you cannot safely 
leave the road and must rely solely 
on your brakes to stop your car, 
follow this rule: Slump down in 
your seat so the back of your head 
rests against the back of the seat. 
You may avoid a broken or dis- 
located neck. Grip the wheel with 
everything you have. It will help 
check the forward motion of your 
body. A passenger in the right 
front seat should brace his arms 
against the dash panel, crooking 
his elbows to cushion the blow. 

If you “‘hit the dirt,” always take 
to the shoulder on your side of the 
road. Never attempt to escape on 
the left-hand side of the road; that 
escape route belongs to oncoming 
traffic. If you tangle over there, 
you’re legally wrong—regardless 
of who.made the foolish first move. 


When a car is bearing down on 
you in your lane and it looks as if 
it won’t be able to make it back, 
blow the horn to alert driver. But, 
at the same time, start edging for 
the shoulder immediately. That will 
make it clear to him what route 
you intend to take; it will be less 
probable that he’ll head for the 
shoulder on your side. 

The best insurance in prepara- 
tion for such an emergency is prac- 
tice in pulling off on the shoulder 
at moderate speed. It will show you 
there’s usually room for a car to 
run there without heading straight 
for the ditch, and prove how firmly 
you must grasp the wheel, 

If you have power steering, you 
will find it doesn’t “a strength to 
maintain control on tfé shoulder— 
just practice and a cool head.

Pinch out first flowers. 
They sap vigor of young plant 
and give inferior fruits. 

In the North, pinch bloom 
stalks from standard varieties 
the first year, and from the 
everbearers until July. 

In the South, take only the 
first bloom stalks of either 
type. West of Denver, remove 
no blooms. Everbearers will 
yield the first year. 


Mulch. Spread loose straw, 
marsh hay, or other mulch 
covering between rows. 

It keeps out weeds, holds 
in moisture, and also keeps 
new berries clean. 

In late fall, cover plants 
with mulch to keep them 
from being heaved by frost. 

To start early growth, pull 
covering off again when first 
warm spring sun shines. 


Help new plants. Encour- 
age the first young runners 
to root by drawing moist soil 
around base of each. 

They'll form roots quickly 
and become producers. They 
can be used when expanding 
old strawberry bed. 

Late-summer runners mere- 
ly take up space and aren’t 
worth keeping. Snip them off 
when you find them. 


Save young plants. To fill 
gaps where plants didn’t out- 
last winter, lift healthy young 
Tunner plants that survived. 

Dig with a good ball of soil 
and replant between rows of 
older plants. 

Don’t let bed become over- 
crowded. As new plants grow, 
dig out old ones to give them 
room,
